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Baise Speaks Before 
Officials In Virginia 
On Secondary Roads 


Lexington, Va.—Speaking before 
a statewide delegation to the first 
annuual Virginia Highway Con- 
ference at Virginia Military In- 
stitute, North Carolina’s Chief 
Highway Engineer W. Vance Baise 
emphasized the importance of se- 
condary road systems and outlined 
the development of such a system 
in his home state. 


Stating that the social and econo- |} 


mic welfare of all rural people rests 
upon the condition of the secondary 
road system, Baise asserted that 
“it is necessary to maintain a se- 
condary system as well as possible 
to keep farm-to-market roads in 
smooth and passable condition for 
the maximum number of days in 
the year.” 

“North Carolina,’ Baise told the 
gathering of highway workers, 
“was the first state in the Union 
(with the Commonwéalth of Vir- 
ginia a close second) to embark 
upon the policy of the Highway 
Commission’s being responsible for 
the maintenance and development 
of the entire rural public road sys- 
tem. In addition to the rural public 
roads, we have the responsibility 
for maintenance and development

Chapel Hill — Appointment of

Citing North Carolina statutes 
which empower the State Highway 
Commission to regulate the erec- 
tion of advertising signs along 
the highways, Peters pointed out 
that no advertising signs of any 
sort may be erected on the right-of 
-way of any highway. Further, he 
stated, no advertising signs may 
be erected within the interior angles 
of intersecting highways, and no 
advertising signs may be placed 
within 50 feet of the paved section 
of highways of narow right-of-way 
widths. An exception of one sign 
only to advertise an individual 
business is allowed, he stated. 


“While we have authority to re- 


move signs erected in violation of 


the law,” Peters reminded the em- 
ployes’ group, we recognize the 
rights of the owners of the signs. 
They are usually found to be co- 
operative. Let us continue .to work 
with them to have signs properly 
erected rather than be forced to

Attendance At Rites 
For Leslie R. Ames 


Raleigh—Representatives of the 
State Highway and Public Works 
Commission on November 3 attend- 
ed the funeral of Leslie Russell 
Ames, for two terms between 1927 
and 1933 North Carolina’s chief 
highway engineer. 

A native of Morristown, New 
York, Mr. Ames first became as- 
sociated with the North Carolina 
Highway Commission in 1919. In 
1927 he was appointed to the post 
of chief highway engineer, and in 
1929 he resigned to accept a similar 
post with the Louisiana Highway 
Commission under the late Gover- 
nor Huey P. Long. Remaining in 
Louisiana only a few months, he 
was reappointed chief highway en- 
gineer for this State upon his re- 
turn to North Carolina, and re- 
tained the post until 1933. 

Since his resignation as engineer 
in 1933, Mr. Ames had been as- 
sociated with the firm of Ames and 
Webb, general contractors, and with 
the Ready Mix Concrete Company. 
He was a member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers and a 
past president of the North Caro- 
lina’ Road Builders Associationn.

Revised Edition Of 
State Highway Map 
Planned Next Year 


Raleigh — By January, 1948 
tourists and others who find it in- 
formative and useful will be able 
to secure a brand new North Caro- 
lina Highway Map—but for the 
present, while the new map is in 
the making, the State Highway 
and Public Works Commission is 
temporarily out of copies of the 
guide to the State’s highways. 

According to Senior Office Engi- 
neer W. W. Hampton, North Caro- 
lina’s postwar highway maps have 
all been made from plates engraved 
prior to the end of World War II, 
but the new 1948 map will be up-to- 
date and revised version from the 
ground up; 

At present, finishing touches are 
being on the master tracings to be 
used in making the plates for the 
new maps. The new maps, according 
to Hampton, whose office distri- 
butes them, will include all changes 
in locations of highways; changes 
in types of roads or surfacing; and 
changes in mileage. 

When the plates for the new 
maps are completed, bids will be 
requested for the printing, and an 
order for 125,000 copies of the pub- 
lication will be placed — 100,000

According to all reports, prices 
will continue to creep upward 
throughout the rest of the year. 
Demand by unions for salary in- 
creases, increased freight rates and 
an increasing demand for things 
that people consider necessary will 
cause another boost in many prices 
after next midyear. In other words, 
more people with more money to 
spend want more of many kinds of 
goods than there are goods. 


Food prices continue to rise de- 
spite reports of declines. Choice 
meat cuts have been marked down;

added to the cheaper cuts. Flour 
is plentiful despite reported grain 
shortages. More bids are being re- 
ceived for different foods now, with 
the exception of a few items, than

Speaking before a group of 
highway employes at Clinton 
recently, General Counsel R. 
Brookes Peters deyoted him- 
self to a subject which should 
be of more interest and con- 
cern to highway workers in 
particular and to the public 
in general—that of advertis- 
ing billboards.

The State Legislature has set 
up certain restrictions on 
highway advertising signs and 
empowered the Highway Com- 
mission to enforce them. The 
restrictions are primarily de- 
signed to insure highway 
safety, but they have the in- 
cidental effect, as a number of 
newspapers in the State have 
recently pointed out, of re- 
moving obstructions in the 
line of vision of those who 
would enjoy the scenice beau- 
ties of the Tar Heel State as 
they ride along. 

In making his address, At- 
torney Peters pointed out that 
sign owners have their rights, 
and that every effort will be 
made to preserve those rights.

MURDER RECORD 

It is time that someone ex- 
plained why Mecklenburg, not 
content to lead the state (and 
all the cities of the nation but 
one) in homicide, is also run- 
ning far ahead in the bloody 
game of killing citizens in 
traffic accidents. For some rea- 
son Charlotte and Mecklen- 
burg top all competitors in 
deaths on streets and high- 
ways. The grim record isn’t 
to be explained on the basis 
of population alone. 

Guilford, the most populous 
county of the state, lost 14 
people in traffic accidents in 
the first eight months of the 
year; Mecklenburg lost 32. 

The blame can’t be laid up- 
on congestion in Charlotte 
streets, where the shoppers of 
a vast area come to shop and 
do business. Eighteen deaths 
came in the City, fourteen 
outside. Other large cities of 
the state (Durham, Greens- 
boro, Winston-Salem) also 
draw from wide areas—but 
their counties average only a 
dozen deaths apiece. 

Charlotte itself had more 
than twice as many deaths as 
the next most dangerous city 
(Fayetteville), and no other 
large cities came close. 

It is clear that something 
is wrong at home. We must 
have more careless drivers, 
poorer police protection, more 
inadequate streets, highways 
and traffic controls, or simply 
be in the midst of a run of bad 
luck. It may be a combination 
of those things. It may be,

Royall Takes Office 
As Highway Member 
Of Retirement Board 


Raleigh—Representing the em- 
ployes of the State Highway and 
Public Works Commission, District 
Engineer T. F. Royall of Wades- 
boro was sworn in October 22 as a 
member of the board of directors 
of the North Carolina Teachers and 
State Employes Retirement system. 

Announcing Royall’s selection as 
a member of the board, Executive 


Secretary Nathan H. Yelton said 


that the appointment came as a 
result of legislative action by the 
1947 General Assembly which pro- 
vides that the governing body of the 
system always include a representa- 
tive of the Highway Commission. 
Royall’s term on the retirement 
board wil expire in 1951, unless 
he is reappointed at that time to 
serve a second term, Yelton ex- 
plained. The retirement system, the 
executive secretary pointed out, 
now functions on the basis of a five 
per cent contribution taken from 
each State employe’s salary each 
month. As now constituted, it is not 
a pension plan, but retirement pay- 
ments are figured on the length of 
service of each individual. 


In the case of the approximately 
9,000 highway employes who are 
now members of the retirement 
system. Laws passed this year pro- 
vide that highway employes who 
worked on county road systems 
prior to 1921 may receive credit for 
that work; highway employes who 
served in the armed forces during 
World War I may receive retire- 
ment credit for that time; and 
highway employes retiring after 
July 1, 1947 have been eligible for 
a 25 per cent increase in retire- 
ment benefits. 


Proudley Gives Talk 
On Testing Methods 


Raleigh—C. E. Proudley, engi- 
neer of materials and tests, on 
October 27 outlined for the mem- 
bers of the Raleigh Rotary Club 
the procedures used by the State 
Highway and Public Works Com- 
mission in keeping a continuing 
check on the quality of all types of 
materials used in highway main- 
tenance and construction work. 

Standards used by the Highway

those laid down by the American 
Society for Testing Materials, but 
include some modifications prescrib- 
ed by the American Association of 
State Highway Officials. Materials 
specifications commonly in use in 
this State, Proudley asserted, cover 
some 1,400 types of material and 
comprise a total of 7,000 printed 
pages. 

Pointing out that testing proce- 
dure usually follows a standard 
pattern, Proudley noted, however, 
that workers for the State Highway 
and Public Works Commission also 
conduct a substantial amount of 
research on their own initiative.

PRICE TRENDS

at any time since 1942, although 


prices continue to soar. Flour that 
cost the Commission $3.50 per hund- 
red pounds in November, 1945 is 
now $7.00. Beans at $7.55 in Sep- 
tember, 1945 are now $15.55. The 
price of cotton textiles, shoes and 
other clothing has almost doubled 
in recent months which tends to 
create new headaches and run bud- 
gets out of control. 

From all indications inflation has 
farther to go, even if a recession 
does occur when inflation burns 
out. Price levels will stabilize at 
a point much above prewar for 
when the break does come, it will 
be affected by high wage rates, 
enforced by strong unions and 
Government support for many farm 
product prices. 

There has been a noticeable in- 
crease in shipments of heavy eqiup- 
ment within the past few weeks, 
but with a constant demand for 
price increases supposely caused by 
higher wages, freight rates and 
raw material. Repair parts are also 
coming through better. There are 
less outstanding orders on file now 
than there has been for several 
years, despite the increasing de- 
mand.

of all State highways and exten- 


sions of the secondary roads 
through cities and towns.” 

Citing legal enactments of the 
1931 Legislature, Baise pointed out 
that in that year North Carolina 
was required to take over all se- 
condary roads and also the opera- 
tion of all prison camps within the 
State, thus applying prison labor 
to road work. 

‘Since taking over the county 
roads in 1931, stress has been given 
to placing the more important roads 
in better condition, and in maintain- 
ing them in such condition that they 
will take care of traffic during the 
entire year. 

“In the improvement of roads,” 
the North Carolina engineer stated, 
“first preference is given to those 
carrying the largest volume of traf- 
fic as well as those which will re- 
duce the maximum travel distance 
to a paved or improved highway to 
a minimum.” 

“Pointing out that North Caro- 
lina has a considerable number of 
rural roads which are too little used 
to justify their treatment with even 
a light pavement, Engineer Baise 
said that North Carolina policy was 
to construct and pave roads on the 
basis of the greatest need; to use 
the best local construction mat- 
erials; and to cut construction and 
maintenance costs as much as pos- 
sible through the use of improved 
methods and techniques. 
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November 4 Letting 
Attracts Low Bids 
Totaling $1,344,982 


Raleigh—Totaling $1,344,982.94 
—$62,136.50 more than highway en- 
gineers had estimated previously— 
low bids were received November 
4 by the State Highway and Public 
Works Commission on six Federal 
Aid road projects. 

Mileage covered in the list of 
projects totaled 31.09, in nine coun- 
ties of the State, and each of the 
six projects called for bituminous 
surfacing of the roadway involved. 

Commenting on the letting, 
Chairman A. H. Graham said that 
he was satisfied with the amount 
of cometition among the bidders, 
but that he considered bids “on one 
or two of the projects rather high.” 
Chief Highway Engineer W. Vance 
Baise said that most of the low bids 
were not out of line, but noted that 
bids offered for structures were 
still abnormally high.

Service Awards Presented To 32 Employes 
At Fifth Division Meeting Held In Graham 


Graham—Awarding service but- 
tons to 32 veteran Fifth Division 
highway employes, State Highway 
and Public Works Commission 
Chairman A. H. Graham on Octo- 
ber 22 spoke at Prison Camp 501 
before a group of approximately 
300 men, lauding them for work 
done during the past two-year 
period. 

During 1946 and the first 10 
months of 1947, Graham told them, 
more and better road work was 
done than for any comparable len- 
gth of time in North Carolina’s 
history. Construction and main- 
tenance methods, Graham asserted, 
have shown remarkable progress in 
the past decade and highway work- 
ers, therefore, have been able to 
accomplish more than ever before.
